Where Unemployment Persists 


“A broad Improvement in construction and 
associated heavy industries would do more to 
reduce unemployment and thus to promote the 
national welfare than a corresponding improve- 
ment in any other branch of Canadian indus- 
try,” according to the current Monthly Review 
of The Bank of Nova Scotia. Since the unem- 
ployed are concentrated in this field, it is highly 
desirable that new opportunities should be of a 
kind that these unemployed are capable of 
grasping. 

In support of this point, the Review states 
that it seems highly significant that the first year 
in which the relief totals definitely broke 
through to a lower level, was when construction 
and certain of the heavy industries at length 
showed a substantial recovery in 1937. hese 
were the industries in “which unemployment 
had been so severe and long-continued. 

Relief figures indicate that a large number 
of the fully employable persons in receipt of 
urban aid have been associated with construction 
and other heavy industries and that many of 
them have not been continuously self-supporting 
for some years. They also show that some of 
the unemployed are no longer capable of steady 
work. In March, 1939, about 21% of the 
worker-type persons on urban relief were listed 
as only partially employable or unemployable. 


Why Recovery Lags 

The world can never attain prosperity as long 
as it is kept dangling in a state of suspense, stag- 
Bering from crisis to crisis like a drunken idiot. 

Here is a story that may show what this state 
of suspense means, in concrete terms. An Eng- 
lishman was telling the story, an intelligent and 
well-informed Englishman who was quite calm 
about it all, and related it without a sign of panic. 

He and his wife had been thinking of install- 
ing a new hot water heater in their little cottage 
on the outskirts of London, he said. The amount 
involved was about $25, but that was an import- 
ant item in the family budget. The new heater 
was not absolutely necessary, but an improve- 
ment they both wanted very much to install.

“Would it not perhaps be better to lay by the 
$25. If we were thus deprived of our home and 
became just two more of a wild mob of desper- 
ate refugees trekking wearily toward the coun- 
try districts and comparative safety, wouldn't the 
$25 be doing us more good if we had it on our 
pockets and might buy with it some desperately- 
needed food or clothing? 

They decided on putting by the $25. Quite 
soberly they weighed the chances. quite soberly 
they decided that their $25 was worth more to 
them as a defence against such a desperate emer- 
gency than it was in the form of a comfort which 
needed some assurance of permanence to be 
realized.

Does it sound fantastic? Not at all. This was 
the deliberate decision of two excellent, intelli- 
gent, sensible, unpanicky people of London. 

Multiply their decision by similar decisions of 
millions of families throughout Europe, and no 
doubt of some even in Canada. Watch the ripples 
of these decisions enveloping the entire economic 
world. 

Now imagine what it would mean to world 
trade if al] these n little decisi 
made the other way-—if these people, 
secure and safe, would decide normally, and buy 
what they need and want. And then you get 
some idea of what the militarists and glory- 
hunters are doing to the world.—Calgary 
Albertan.

Deputation from the English so- 
ciety, Captain Baker said, has been 
Sent to the United States and Can-| ™ 
ada to establish a permanent centre 
in the redwoods of northern Cali- | 
fornia, 

“The Grove of Understanding in 
California,” he said, “is a camp 
established by the Men of the 
Trees, a society working for world 
understanding through the appreci- 
ation of our dependence upon trees, 

“At this camp future leaders 
of every country may be given 
an opportunity to plan construc- 
tively for the future. It is sit- 
uated in northern California, in 
Del Norte county, near some of 
the finest redwood groves, the 
oldest living trees on earth.” 

Richard St. Barbe Baker, mem- | 
ber of a family of tree-lovers, tree- 
growers and explorers, founded the 
society when working as a forest 
officer in Africa. He found the 
tribesmen ignorantly burning the | 
forest to make rich soil for food 
growing, but moving on every few | 
years and leaving the land to be- | 
come scrub and desert. By start- 
ing a special tree society he in- 
terested the tribesmen in tree 
planting and checked the destruc- 
tion of the forests. Out of this so- 
ciety has grown up a world-wide 
organization that interests itself in 
trees, while the founder has back- | 
ed his enthusiasm by lectures and 
visits in most parts of the world. 

The party of eight, from the Eng- 
lish society, will leave Thursday 
night for Saskatoon.
